EXTENSIVE DAMAGE TO ESPLANADE HOMES 


The inundation by sea water of houses along the Esplanade early last Saturday morning was the 
worst flooding ever experienced by these residents. A combination of a very high tide and gale force 
winds caused the sea to come completely over the sea wall and flow half way up the side streets to Queen 
Street. The water left a trail of seaweed and debris up these streets and surrounding houses.

Stones were strewn over the 
road, particularly the eastern 
end of the Esplanade. The 
gravel which formed the path 
along the sea wall near the 
pier was washed all over the 
road—the path had gone. Tree 
guards were uprooted, twisted 
and thrown onto the opposite 
side of the road. The tree-

Fences were torn down. A 
huge tree on Logan Reserve 
was blown down. The iron 
fence on the beach side of 
the reserve was twisted and 
torn. Rubbish tins were iorn 
from their posts and tossed 
around. 

In fact, it seems all prop- 
erty fronting the Esplanade 
suffered in some way as a 
result of the storm. 





NO TRAINS FOR TWO DAYS 


After heavy rains Altona residents have come 
to expect Millers Road to be cut off by the flood 
waters of the Kororoit Creek. Now it seems it is to 
be the usual thing for the railway line near Seaholme 


to be also flooded. 


Following the rain last Friday and Saturday 
residents were seriously inconvenienced by the flood- 
ing of the road and railway line. Trains stopped 
running at 6.30 p.m. on Saturday evening and the 
service did not resume until 11.30 p.m. on Monday 


night. 

During this time the rail- 
ways department ran a bus 
service between Altona and 
Newport. sa 

The train service is back to 
normal but trains when pass- 
ing over the section of track 
which was flooded have been 
restricted to 10 m.p.h. - 

As it is the only way the 
water can get away it is still 
seeping through the track and 
flood openings have been 
made under the track to en- 
able the water to get away 
more speedily. 

Foundation work has com- 
menced for a 3-span bridge 
beside the present Newport- 
Altona line near Seaholme. 
The line will be relocated 
to pass over a proposed Board 
of Works drain that will lessen 
the risk of flooding in the 
area. : 

But the completion of this 
bridge depends on loan money 
available from Government. 

Once again residents were 
unable to use the main road- 








way into the town—Millers Rd. 
The road was closed from 
midday Saturday, to early 
Monday morning. Water 
flowed to a depth of two feet 
over the road. 

Standing next to the flooded 
road was the new bridge, high 
and dry—maybe it will be in 
use before the next rains. 

Water also covered the Ex- 
plosives Road making it im- 
passable to traffic. 

Victims of the flash ftood 
last January anxiously watched 
the rising waters in the swamp 
and Kororoit Creek on Satur- 
day. 

Luckily the volume of water 
was less than previously and 
the levee banks held this time. 

But in the vicinity of Cam- 
bridge Street, Seaholme, resi- 
dents again saw their gar- 
dens inundated with water. 

The Board of Works assures

HEAD TEACHER’S 
MESSAGE 


This year, as in past years, 
our school is endeavouring to 
put into practice some of the 
progressive teaching methods 
that have been developed with 
success in other countries. The 
teachers engaged in the “in- 
dividual differences” approach 
are very satisfied with the re- 
sults to date. Pupils appreciate 
working within a scheme that 
is geared to suit varying 
abilities. An important “side- 
issue” has also been noted. 
Children are developing a 
spirit of independence—they 
are thinking for themselves 
and relying on their own 
efforts. 


We have recently introduced 
a@ new spproach to the teach- 
ing of written expression. The 
school has purchased, for £42 
(from text-book levy), an 
“S.R.A. Organising and Re- 
porting Skills.” We feel sure 
that this laboratory will prove 
most valuable. It also caters 
for the progress of the in- 
dividual pupil, rather than the 
grade as a whole. The labora- 
tory was constructed for use 
in United States schools, so, 
before it could be used in our 
school, the booklet had to be 
re-written to give the stories 
an Australian background. 
This task was carried out by 
Mrs. Allen, one of our “School 
Aides,” assisted by Mr. Allen. 
Mr. Joyce, a staff member, 
duplicated and collated the 
material. This is really a 
“first” Australian edition and 
we are justifiably proud of 
the project and hopeful that 
the results will prepare our 
pupils to deal confidently with 
work at their secondary 
schools where the ability to 
read, analyse, draw conclu- 
sions and write concisely is 
an essential for success. 


The school has been pleased 
to welcome a number of visi- 
tors this year. 
Bachelor of Education stu- 
dents visited our school to

On 
being informed that a teacher would only be supplied 
by the Education Department if a schoo! hall was 
available he built a school room. ' 


Then‘he approached a work. 


mate, Mr. Loft of the Newport 
Baptist Church, to open a 
Sunday, school in the school- 
room. 

The Sunday scHool . was 
opened in February, 1915. 
There were only his own four 
children present. Others’ soon 
came and the school carried 
on in the room until the Pro- 
gress Hall was opened, The 
Progress Hall in Blyth Street 
was the resus of one of ‘the 
first Altona community efforts. 
A hall for social functions had 
become necessary. It was 
Jargely built by voluntary sub- 
scriptions and working bees in 
the year 1917. Much of the 
timber came from an older 
structure in Sargood Street. 


In this hall Sunday school 
Services, followed by brief 
church ‘services, were conduc- 
ted by Mr. Loft, who now 
was’ asSisted by three other 
teachers, 


The Spencer family, early 
worshippers in the hall, 
offered to donate land for the 
erection* of a church. The 
Baptist Union had an old 
church available at -Tyldon 
and in 1922 it was placed on 
the iand where the Sunday 
school now stands. For some 
years the church was carried 
on in this hall; Preachers 
werc Supplied from Newport 
and the Baptist Union, but the 
Baptist. administration had 
not been set up. However, in 
March, 1928, the church was 
admitted to the Baptist Union. 
Mr. Fiddian became the first 
Secretary, a position he held 
for 14 years. 


-In but a few years the 
church hall was found too 
small for the needs of its 
worshippers. In 1931 the Pro- 
@ress Hall was purchased. 
This, with substantial altera- 
tions, is the present church. 
It originally faced Blyth St. 
In 1946. it was moved to its 
present position in Sargood 
Street, to make the vacated 
area available for a manse, 
and a new church when re- 
quired. The manse, was com- 
pleted’ in 1946-7, The present 
Sunday .school was built in 
1959 at a cost of £4000. This 
gives all the facilities neces- 
sary for ‘graded school and 
Week night activities. Re- 
gretably the old church was 
now dismantied. Up to 1961 
the church was a home mis- 
Sion station subsidised by the 
Baptist Union. But in that 
year it had become sufficiently 
self-supporting to be granted 
independant status. 


At present a small ‘addition 
for school purposes is being 
made to the church, building 
which will aso be “completely 
renovated and -re-decorated. 


For many years, the only 
church in Altona, the Baptist 
church had a marked effect 
on the community life of the 
district. Many worthwhile Al- 
tona organisations commenced 
under its auspicies.

SUBURBAN RETAIL TRADE INCREASE ALTONA'S SHARE 


A remarkable development of retail trade in 
Melbourne suburban areas has taken place since the 
1956-57 census. Recent figures compiled by the

The fortunes of the Democratic Labor Party are 
indeed in rapid decline. Following a year in which 
this splinter group has suffered severe electoral 
reverses in Victoria, Queensland and South Australia 
it now intends to change its name. 


The word ‘Labor’ is to be dropped from its 
title. At long last, that group is being honest. A 
cursory' glance at the agenda for the 1963 State 
Conference of the D.L.P. shows quite clearly that 
this Party has nothing in common with the tradi- 
tional policies of such men as Fisher, Scullin, Curtin 
and Chifley. 


But by changing its name 
it is doing nothing other than 
making a last desperate effort 
to curry support from the 
voters. Like its partner the 
Liberal Party, it is about to 
enter once more into a period 
of name changing. In _ its 
early days, in 1955 this Party 
changed its name on more 
than four occasions. Now it 
is about to do so, again. 

Nor can they be blamed for 
doing 50.
